Dear Sir: 


When Mr. Bell, the sub-agent at Denare Beach, passed through here 
this summer on his return from Prince Albert, he carried a strict 
warning from your part that we should not hire Shieff (Aviation) 
Ltd., of Channing, Man. to carry the children from Brochet or 
“outh End as we had been doing in previous years. 


The reason of this, if I understand well, is that Shieff Ltd. 

does not carry passenger-insurance and, did any accident occur, 
all responsibility and financial consequences which might be heavy 
would fall back on our own shoulders. 


In conséquence of this decision, we have hired Ventral Northern 
Airways, with the result that we are charged $354.00 a trip to 
Brochet instead of the $165.00 we were charged by Shieff. 


In view of this heavy burden, which the Guy Sehool is carrying alone, 
Since we have received no special grant from Ottawa this last year 

for the plane transportation of 1949, I respectfully ask you if you 
would not agree of our going back to the old system of hiring Shieff 4ta 
If you think it preferable, we could ask every Indian sending his child 
via Shieff Ltd. to stand responsible himself for any consequences. 

The Indians from Brochet or South End often fly with Shieff and think 
nothing of it. Furthermore I am told by the Father from Brochet last 
week that Shieff now has insurance for four adult passengefs, which 
ought to stand for eight children. 


We shall be glad to have your views on this matter soon, since 

we are already looking for planes, school opening at Sturgeon Landing 
on August the 15th.

With reference to Department letter of the 9th of 
June, 1950, File 763-10(E1), regarding air transportation of 
Indian children to and from the Beauval Indian Nesidential School, 
I have to say that on May 29th, 1950, Dr. W.J. Wood, Regional 
Superintendent, Indian Health Services, Winnipeg, wrote me to the 
effect that Indian children from the Guy School were me# to be returned 
to their homes by unlicensed plane operated by Mr. Shieff, of 
Brochet. On the date that the letter referred to was received 
instructions were issued to Indian Superintendent Jones, by telephone, 
that such air transport was not to be used for Indian children, and 
to so advise the Principal of the Guy School. Subsequently, on June 
14th, 1950, a circular letter was sent to all the Indian Suprinteni ents 
of this province with regard to air transportation of school pupils, 
and I am enclosing a copy of the same herewith. 


I have now received a letter from Indim Supermtendent 
E.S. Jones, of the Varlton Agency, with which he encloses copy of 
a letter he has received from Reverend L. Poirier, protesting against 
the high cost of air transportation when using a licensed plane. 


It will also be noted that Indian Superintendent 
Jones is questioning the reason why the Department has not reimbursed 
the Guy School, at least in part, in connection with their transportat- 
ton problems in view of the fact that similar assistance has been given 
at the Lac la Ronge School and St. Alban's Sehool, in the Carlton Agency. 


May the matter be carefully considered and instructions 
issued with regard to the matter under consideration.

Quarterly Return for the Guy Indian Residential 
School, it would be appreciated if you would 
bring the following remarks to Father A’ Giard's 
attention: 


1. It is noted that on the Keturn is Claimed 
forty-seven days for pupils who did not 
return to school during the month of September. 
The practice has been to allow sixty-two days 
covering grant for July and August for these 
pupils. We have consequently increased the 
grant to sixty-two days in all cases. 


Father Giard has claimed sixty-one days for 

pupils 269, 0281 and 0330 indicating in the 
"Remarks" column that the pupils were sent to 
sanatorium and indicating that each had attended 
Classes during the month of September. As these 
pupils were shown to have attended school during 
the June Quarter and were in residence during tie 
month of September full grant of ninety-two days 
is allowed.

Five cows are kept at the school, but they were 
in poor condition and, in fact, appeared to be a poor 
Gairy type. Hay is hard to get as the country is all 
bush and swamp, The Principal claimed he had 60 
loads, but in order to get it he was obliged to go a 
distance of nearly 20 miles, It is impossible for 
the cows to provide milk sufficient for 106 children, 
as well as a staff of 12 or 14, If more cows cannot 
be kept, the milk supply could be supplemented by 
powdered milk, I believe milk added to the children's 


diet would be of great benefit,

I would particularly draw your attention to what 
the Ingpector says regarding the type of cows that are 
kept at this school, and also the small number thet are 
kept. This, to my mind, is a very important matter, 
Indians are subject to tuberculosis and winless they get 
proper and nourishing food, milk in particular, they 
will fail. As a matter of fact, under the best conditions, 
they cannot stand confinement as well as white children, 
so the Department should insist on the proper number of 
cows being kept at this school. Of course, if there is 
no way of producing feed for these cows it is another 
matter, but I have no doubt there is a means of supplying 
the necessary feed or the Department would never have 
built a school at this point. These children will be 
undernourished unless they get milk, especially where fish 
forms a large part of the diet.

Have today returned from Guy School, at 
Sturgeon Ianding. 1 accompanied Dr Ridge and his technician, 
All pupils and Staff were X Rayed in record time, as we did 
not arrive thgre until after four yesterday afternoon, and 
were back to he Pas at 10.30 this morning,yno time was wasted. 


As this school can be definitely classified as 
in the over crowded class, the queston of the health of the 
children has been giving me some concern. However,these fears 
appear to be groundless, as there has been less sickness 
this season, than any year since my association with the 
school. I,however, discovered nine new cases of enlarged 
neck glands, since my last visit. It would seem, as if the 
bovine population of the school should be checked for TB. 
They have seven cows milking at present, and these with the 
young cattle make up 4 herd of twenty. To date, I have found 
comparitively few enlarged glands amongst these children. 
I think, that these cattle should be tuberculin tested in 
the not too distant future. The necessity for it, and having 
it done is a different matter. I could do it my self, but 
my plans do not call for a visit there again until next 
September. It requires at least a fyignity/fonr forty eight 
hour stay. I do not think, that another school year should 
begin, without this matter being cleared up. This would be 
the case, if nothing is done before next fall. 


I discussed the ueston with Father Poirier, 
who is willing and anxious to co-operate. The matter will 
again be mentioned in my February report, but as that will 
not reach you for another month, I decided to report at 
once. Would hate to see it drag along, Red Barth 
nothing has yet been done there, yueston v 
raised in 1942.

I cannet see how your instuctions contained 
on the ferm can be cowplied with. Guy Residential Scheol 
is sixty miles from here and it ia difficult to get,there 
eitner winter or sumser, nor are there any reghiar means 
ef communication. There is ne ene residing at Sturgeon 
Landing outside the school staff te whom I could delegate 
authority to act for me. In addition there is no doctor. 
Dr. La Rese from The Pas visits the scheol every three 
months. I could of course make a special trip accompanied 
by the doctor when a death occurs, though it would be 
practically, impossible to get there fer several days, probab 
ly a week after the death eceurred. The Principal would 
have to send in word into The Pas and then I would have 
to get word back te him to meet us at Atike It almost 
every case it would be impessible to notify the il's 
parents of the death as they live, for the most,in very 
remote districts, a great distance from the school.

I am havpy to state that the said Return hes lately been 
forwarded to your Carlton Agency. \/hat I wish to emphesize is the 
fact that the return was drafted by January 5, when I told Mr. [ndien 
agent Jones in person that [I lacked sufficient forms to complete it 
in triplicate. My request for e yeer's supply of blue forms was noted, 
During the month [I wrote twice to the Agency repeeting myrequest. 

On February 2 the school wes destroyed by fire, and the draft of my 
Quarterly Return with it. Later in the month, before [ wes transferred 
to Gordon's Sehool, I reminded the Agent thet I was still waiting for 
forms, and received # letter, dated Feb. 25, which concludes: 

"Regarding the quarterly report forms, these have not been 
received to date, however, since we requested these to be mailed direct 
to you, they will no doubt eventually catch up to you.” 

In the race I em still leading. Records necessary to the compilation 
of & fresh Return, which were fortunately selvaged from the fire, came 
down to me frombac la Ronee this month, and the much overdue report 
thet I heave sent forwerd was mede out on forms borrowed from supplies 
here. I am still ewaiting the promised supply.

Dear Doctor Yestrate:- 


Referring to your letter of Dec. 
15 Re Pump. I will try and give all the information 
that will be required. Distance from pump discharge 
to compression tank 225 feet. This is connected at 
present by 13 inch pipe. This pipe gives sufficient 
capacity for discharge for us. The trouble is that the 
pump we have is not a strong enough built pump, and the 
engine is not powerful enough to put on the pressure 
that we require. We use about 800 gal. of water per 
day. Our well is 18 ft. deep, and the tanks are about 
14 ft. above the well. The pump stands immediately 
over the well, and as I said above, connected with the 
compression tank by 225 ft. of pipe. It will save 
time and expense if this piping could be used again. 
We do not require a re outfig. The present pump which 
has a capacity of about 18 gal. per minute would be 
Glright if it were stronger built, and if the engine, 
which ig 12 H.P. were powerful enough to do the work. 
The Camadian Fairbanks - Morse put out a very good 
pump and engine. I think the best on the market. I 
Bincerely hope that an outfit my be forthcoming before 
the freighting season closes. It is very inconvenient 
be such a water supply system as thie is, and it 
would be very inadequate in case of fire.

To be connected with the main basement by a passage 
was, and to be heated with a pip®less furnace, This would 
have a room upstairs which would be nsed as a drying room, 
which would be connected with the present drying which could 
be used as an ironing room, The whole of the ground floor 
would be the laundry proper, and should be sufficiently large 
enough.

In reply to your letter of the 23rd ult. I would say that 
I have written to Rev. CG. FP, Hives, enquiring what the cost would be to 
build stone chimneys in the Lac la Ronge School building. Nothing of 
course can be done in the way of building until next stimmer, but the ma- 
terials required should be sent out before spring. A quantity of cement 
Will be required, whatever vlan may be decided on to ensure making the 
chimneys as safe as possible, My idea is, that if they were built of 
stone in the basement un to the ground floor, and then reinforced cone 
enc placed around the existing chimneys from the ground floor inwards, in 
accordance with the plan that you suggested, they would be quite safe. 


The firat plan was a good one if it had been properly car- 
ried out, but the concrete outside of the flue Pipes is too thin, and 
Sometimes, in the course of construction, the boxing was taken off bee 
fore the cncrete was sufficiently set and hardened. 


a As you no doubt understand, each chim ney has a pipe or 
Smoke stack, from the floor of the basement to the top, and until these 
pipes are burnt out, they should be safe, but of course means should be 
taken, as soon as possible, to avoid all risk. 


I shall be glad to do anything that the Department wishea 
me to do in the matter, but,as the control of the Indian residential 
schools, is now absolutely ut of the hands of the Diocesan authorities 
it may be questioned whether it is advisable for me or any other Dioced- 
an agent,to continue any activities in connection with them. Personally 
nowever I feel that, as the Jepartment entrusted me with the erection | 
of the building at Lac la Ronge,it is my duty to do what I can towards 
its satisfactory completion, , ) ;

I have this day received orders from the 
Department of Indian Affairs to build new chimnies. The have 
left the mode of construction and choice of material to my 
@iscretion. We cannot do enything towards it until we get 
material from town in the way of cement. I am very sorry that 
the grant for building veranda hae not gone through, and would 
earnestly beg you to place before the Department the absolute 
importance this erection is as a means of fire escape. At the 
present time we have no adequate means of fire escape for our 
ohildren, and we have a great number of little ones. A thousand 
dollare would do the job, because Mr. Mayo would look after 
the construction @f it. We would get to work at it as soon 
ae we received authority. Please Doctor Westgate place this 
appeal for the veranda as a necessary means of fire escape 
very very strongly. 


Now as we cannot build our new chimnies before the 
apring, and not being properly equipt as to a fire escape, and 
aleo having a school full of children, I think we had better 
start with a night watchman on the first of November, and 
continue with one for the five months instead of the four. 
Kindly let me know what you think of this.

Dear Doctor Westgate:- 


I have to bring to your 
notice the condition of some of the floors of 
our school. As you are aware, native Spruce lumber 
was used throughout in building, and in places 
this is worn so badly that it will have to be re- 
newed next year. fwo years seems to be a very 
short life, and yet two years seems to be the 
limit where there is very much traffic. When 
renewing, it would certainly pay to use hardwood. 
If five or six hundred dollars were spent each 
year in purchasing hardwood for flooring; it would 
take only three years to £0 through the whale 
building, and a fairly permanent job would be 
made. Some of the floors are in a bad state. 
On account of their being so rough, they hold the 
dirt, which when swept causes a very unsanitary 
state throughout the building. This aspect should 
be placed before the Department when writing them 
about this matter. I would also point out that 
some of the main rooms are still in an unfinished 
state. They require paint and Kalsomine. We should 
require about four hundred dollars for this. 
fhe exterior of the building should be repainted 
next year also. It required about forty gallons 
of paint for this.

in the long run. Mr. Inspector Bunn recommends that the cement 
be purchased direct from the Canada Cement Company, Winnipeg, 
and I am fully prepared to Support this recommendation.

Of the freight from Winnipeg to Prince Albert I 
have no certain knowledge. The freight from Prince Albert to 
Lae la Ronge should be reckoned at the rate of $3.60 per 
hundred lbs., thus making the cost of freighting the 14 tons 
aggregate about $980.00

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With regard to the freighting from Prince Albert, I 
may say that our Society has a contract with the Indian, Wm. 
Bear, and this was the rate at which we paid him last year. 

In the letter from the Principal already referred to, he states 
that the Revillon Freres are paying a white man named R. D. 
Brooks at the rate of $3.75 per 100 lbe. freightage this year. 
I should like to recommend that the contmact be given to the 
Indian as he is a reliable man, and can handle it. 


As all the cement is put up in bags (87% lbs) it should 
go through to the school during the winter months, in order to 
escape as much as possible damage from moisture. The earlier, 
therefore, the order can be placed, the better chance there will 
be for the freighting to be done before the roads break up in 
the spring.

In reply to your letter of Dea.12 (132-2-5) concerning 
fire escapes and cement floor in the basement of the school at 
Lac la Ronge, I beg to state that I am referring this communication 
to the Principal for further detaile. It will, of course, t ake 
some time to receive his reply, but I think it necessary to do 
this as your instructions with regard to the fire escapes being 
placed at the ends of the building do not appear to me to be the 
best arrangement, Before making any further suggestion to 
you on this point I should like to consult the Principal. 


Your further instruction that the proposed verandahs 
should not extend across the front of the building because of 
the effect it would have on account of the lighting of the rooms 
is one which will bring keen disappointment to the Principal and 
the staff as it now brings to me. As the class-rooms are at the 
ends of the building and are well lighted, a lower front verandah 
i extending betreen the projécting ends where these are situated, 
\s would not be affected, and would be of immense comfort to the 
Staff and the children. But I shall forward to you the opinion 
of the Principal in this connection when it comes to hand. 


With regard to the basement, this at present is simply 
of dry earth, the bottom of the area which was excavated for 
the building. The furnace is there ,and a good deal of fire wood 
will be kept there during the winter monthe. The engine, dynamo, 
and batteries are there, and it is difficult to keep these clean 
without a haeder floor. On account of the inadequate space set 
apart for a laundry with a school of 100 children, part of the 
basement has to be used for that purpose throughout the winter 
months. These are some of the reasons why a good floor, 


preferably one of cement, ia necessary, and although I shall

shall write to you againwhen I hear from the Principal, I beg 
to give you this information now so that you may,)ifeyou think 
well, order the cement in time for it to be sent through before 


the trails break up in the spring. 


With regard to the drainage arrangements, I may say 
that a very good septic tank has been installed, and was giving, 
at the time of my visit last year, every satisfaction. Mny 
further drainage which may be necessary could be installed 
without incurring any very heavy expenditure.

Dear Doctor Westgate:~- 


I have to acknowledge receipt 
of communication from Department @f Indian Affairs re 
verandah for our school. I may say that we have already 
made extensive preparations in getting out logs &c. 
The main objectian to building the verandah along the 
whole front of the main building seems to be the fear 
of shutting out the light. All the rooms affected would 
be staff rooms. No oclass-rooms or dormotiries would in 
any way be affected. The building faces the south,and so 
the verandah would,in the summer, be an advantage in shad- 
ing the windows, It would moreover be a great convenience 
to the whole echool, as the projection caused by the two 
wings at the ends of the main building allow for ample 
space for sleeping porches, in case we may have pupils who 
require out of doors treatment. One other thing in favor 
for having a verandah along the whole length of the build- 
ing is that it makes a very adequate and reliable fire es- 
Cape. The staff,as well as the children,have to be con- 
sidered. You will notioe it provides a door issuing 
from the Principal's room. In case of fire at either end 
of the building, the staff would be able to run along the 
verandahs and open the doors leading into the dormitories. 
You will notice by the plan enclosed that the exit is by 
ladder. After thinking it over I have come to the con- 
elusian that sliding poles will be better. I have not 
the least hesitation in saying that in every way the full 
verandah will be a great advantage over the partial ones 
and as appearances have to be oonsidered, the full veran- 
dah will make a very imposing structure.

With further reference to your letter of 
March 29, (No.132-2-5) concerning the expenditure which may 
be incurred this year at our Society's Indian Residential 
School at Lac la Ronge, you state as follows i:- 


" the Department has already authorized the expenditure 
of $ 500 for the purpose of moving the saw-mill and is 
prepared to give favorable consideration to an expenditure 
of $ 1,900 in connection with a cement floor and laundry 
addition at the school". 


A copy of this letter was forwarded to the Principal for his 
information,and he has expressed to me his fear ,based on 

the wording of your letter,that you are expecting him,not 
only to build the laundry,but also to put down a cement floor 
in the #chool for the sum of $ 1,900. 


As the building of the laundry will require a good deal,if 

fot all of the $ 1,900,it is quite clear that the two works 
mentioned cannot be undertaken for the sum specified. The 
building of the laundry therefore will be pushed forward 

with all the vigour possible this summer, and I trust that the 
expenditure inourred in this connexion,up to,but not exceeding 
the sum of $ 1,900,will be met by your Department ,and I shall 
be glad to have a statement from you to this effect. If the 
full sum is not required, I can assure you it will not be spent 
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‘ the cement floor in the basement cannot be uxdertaken this 
‘year, but should be done not later than the eummer of 1925. 
In order to do this,the cement should be sent in during the 
freighting season of next winter.

tons of cement for this time, and do as far as it will go, and 
then complete the job another yoare 
Flooring for main rooms in pbuilding: 
I spoke of this last years The floors in the main rooms are 
getting very badly worn, and should, in magy places be renewed. 
Hardwood flooring would be the more lasting and sanitary. The 
building is worth a good floore Five thousand square feet of 
flooring would renew floors in all main rooms. 
Paint for Building: 
The outside of the building was painted two years ago, and 
should have another coat now. Twenty four gallons of paint 
would be required for this work. Twenty of pearl grey, four of 
olive green. The inside of the building has not yet been completed 
We need two hundred lbs. of white lead,twenty gallons of boiled 
oil,five gallons of turps, five gallons of varnish, @ne dozen 
pound paint brushes, six dozen packages of Alabastine and three 
ushes for putting on samee 
Batteries gor light: 
Last year the Department supplied us with a battery of sixteen 
cellse These we tried to connect as per instructions from Light 
people, but the old ones were too far gone to allow us doing this. 
We had,therefére to remove the old ones, and work with the new 
ones only. Now that our building is growing, and according to 
advice from the Delco Light people, we must have another set of 
sixteen cells,similar to the ones we received last year, if we 
are to retain satisfactory lights So far our light plant ha@ not 
given the least trouble, and it has been steadily in operation 
for nearly three yearse I do hope therefore that the Department 
will allow us this battery, and that it will come in as early 
as possible this winter. 
Plush tanks for toilets: 
The toilet flush tanks sets procured for our School in the first 
instance were of a very inferior quality, and have given a lot 
of trouble in the way of wasting water. We need half a dozen new 
sets to replace these we have. 
In connection with our compression tank: 
s were supplied five two inch valves for the purpose 
e water f£ different partg, There has alwgys 
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to Prince Albert to be ground. Th 
was sent, said that it was the wr 
was a steam valve, and not a valve for a compres 
Department bought these tanks for us, and will know from whom 
they camee We should have these valves replaced as soon as 
possible. I have had to procure one in place of the one I sent 
down, and the cost of the new one is $13.50. 

Our School pupilage has increased since the 
School was erected. We now have one hundred and six pupils, and 
have only four bath tubs for that number. I think we should have 
two more at least. 

Septic tank:- 
We reguire thirty sacks of gement to construct a larger septic 
tank. The one we have does very well during the summer, but when 
the severe cold weather comes, it is not large enough. 

While the treaty paying agent was here I spoke 
to him about a fireproof roof for our building, I do not know 
4f he will do anything about it, but I rather. think he will. 

Now I think I have mentioned most of our 
urgent needs, and hope that they may be grantede

Moreover it is 
unfit for any man to live ine It is built of logs, and is not 
weather proof by any meanse We have to have a separate dwelling 
for the fishermane Firstly because the present one, who is more 
or less of a permanency, as he is married to a native of this 
part, has a family, and secondly it is better to have the fish 
Gleaning away from the school building. 

Would you please try and get us six 
hundred dollars to put up a place for a fisherman's house. That 
ig not a very large sum, but it is sufficient, and we can do 
very well on that amount. 

I would be very glad if this could be 
negotiated before the cold weather comes,

Sir: 

a I have to bring to your notice the matter of our sewage 
disposal system conditions, which is a constant menace to proper 
sanitary state and the good health of pupils and staff. 


At present we hawe not a septic tank. When the school 
was built, there was ho provision made for the construction of a 
septic tank, and although this matter was pointed out to the church 
authorites, (The school at that time being under the control of 
the Diocese of Saskatchewan.) the matter was not considered to be 
of much importance. 


With a school pupilage of fifty or sixty as in the old 
days, it would be possible for a cesspool to handle the disposal, 
but we have double that number of pupils in at the present time, and 
if we had the accommodation etc., it would be an easy matter to get 
half as many again pupils at short notice. A cesspool, therefore, 
is not capable of handling the sewage from our school without a 
great deal of filthy work and without being a constant menace to 
our whole system. 


Up to the present time we have been able to look after 
this matter by being constantly on the watch in attending to the 
cesspool. But this is no easy matter during the winter months, And 
now that we have such a large pupilace, the matter becomes more 
acute, 


If a properly constructed septic tank were adopted, we 
should have no difficulty in our sewage disposal, What we require 
is enough cement, the actual septic tank connections, the necessary 
tile for liquide after leaving chamber of septic tank, and a man 
to look after the work. 


Treaty Paying Agent saw the present system last July, 
and could give you infrmation regarding the same.

I enclose herewith a copy of a letter from the Principal 
of our SocietySschool at Lac la Ronge setting forth the necessity of 
having a septic tank installed at that institution. 


On page 4 in the hist of Requirements which accompanied 
my letter to the Deputy Superintendent General on the 40th of Oct. last, 
you will find this item mentioned under the Lae la Ronge School and 
a further reference made to it on page 8 of that same list where the 
Principal stated as follows :- 


"We require thirty sacks of cement to construct a large septic 
tank. The one we have does very well during the summer but 
when the severe cold weather comes it is not large enough." 


As the construction of a proper septic tank 
sufficient for an institution of not less than 110 children and a staff 
of 12 is a matter of first rate importance to this inetitution, I beg 
to request that steps be taken to have the same completed before the 
beginning of next winter. You will notice from the second last 
paragraph in the enclosed letter thet in order to have this accomplished 
the following are required: 

(1) A quantity of cement; (2) Septic tank connections; (3) Tile; 
(4) A man to do the wrk. 


While special stress is Aaid by the Principal in 
the enclosed letter on the indispensable necessity of having the septic 


tank provided this y, eg to dize your attention to the other 
items therein wee eile beth Ae eee ret those which have not yet 
been furnished should be supplied during the coming fiscal year.

April 1924 you submitted 
on the varions schools in 
and pointed out that in 
the work be exceeded. 

On ti 24th of the same month, your lett 
#132-2-6, you wrote again, referring to your letter of the 
16th,and pointed out that there was an item for the Lac la 
Ronge Residential School, that it was the intention of the 
Department to authorize Dr. Westgate of Winnipeg to proceed 
with the work, and that I might find it advisable to correspond 
with him. 


On receipt of this letter I took the matt 
up with Dr. Westgate, and pointed out to him that authori ty 
had been granted to expend $1000.00 in making alterations at 
the Lac la Ronge school. TI again wrote to him on the 14th of 
August on the same subject. le replied saying that he wished 
to expend the $1000.00 in re-modelling the 01d hospital into 4 
*rincipal's residence. I gave him authority to do this; at 
the same time pointing out that the authority was for only 
$1000.00. He replied to me on the 20th of August, saying 
that the work would be carried out by his Mr. Hives, and the 
gum would not exceed $1000.00.

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Later on, under date of January 17th, I received 
a& letter from Dr. Westgate, saying that they had changed all 
their former plans, and had decided to build a new residence 
for the Principal, as they could not make the alterations on 
the old hospital. He assured me in that letter that they 
would not exceed the $1000.00 sanctioned by me, and went on 
to say, if Mr. Hives does not use the whole of this sum in 
building the new residence he would be glad if I would authorize 
him to spend the balance in providing equipment. This I would 
not authorize until I had a list submitted, showing how much 
money he had saved, and what equipment he proposed to purchase 
with same. This list he never furnished. 


I am today in receipt of a report and vouchers sent 
direct to me by Mr. Hives, in which you will notice that he 
has exceeded his authority by $735.14, and I wish to point 
out to the bepartment that I take no responsibility in 
connection with this matter. br. Westgate pointed out that 
Mr. Hives was a practical man, and as the Department instructed 
me to hand the work over to him, I had nothing further to say. 


I did not call for the tenders, therefore, I have 
not signed the yellow sheets. I will, however, sign the 
vouchers, and.it is for the Department to decide whether the 
amount of $733.14 is to be deducted or not.

MEMO FOR PILB: 


I have ma udy of the file for the past 15 
months, with a vie earning what authority has been 
directed and what Axpénditure has been incurred in connection 
with plant and eq~fif#ment at the Lac la Ronge Indian Residen- 
tial School. Thi school has received quite favourable 
consideration. The accounts which Mr. Graham forwards under 
cover of his letter of the 23rd ultumo are alright as far as 
authority is concerned. ‘We gave Dr. Westgate permission to 
expend $1900 on a laundry. Accounts totalling $1199.15 have 
already been paid. Commissioner Graham had authority to 
expend $1000 in connection with the principal's residence 
at this school. The accounts totalling $1733.14, which he 
presents now, cover not only the principal's residence but 
the balance of the expense in connection with the laundry. 
The total authorization for both laundry and residence was 
$2900 and all bills amount to $2952.29. Although the 
expenditure should have been inourred earlier; in view of 
the distance of the school from the regular lines of 
communication, the accounts are only now all to hand. 


Sarlier correspondence presents the urgency of a 
fisherman's residence ($600) and painting and new flooring 
for the main building ($1000). These two items are being 
voted for 1925-26. Replacements to the water system and a 
fireproof roof have been noted for future estimates. $1600 
will be available for the school this fiscal year. $260 has 
already been expended for urgent replacements to electric 
light battery. The Church authorities have also requested 
us to supply a bake oven and to build a larger septic tank. 
It may be that the management and Church authorities would 
prefer to have the last two activities undertaken and 
postpone, if necessary, the fisherman's residence and the 
painting and new floors for main building.

I have your letter of the 2nd inetent, with 
reference to the requirements of the Lac la Ronge Indian 
Residential Sehool. I note that you and the Rev. Principal 
are of the opinion that a septic tank should be provided 
without delay. As you have been informed, certain funds 
are available for improvements at this sehool; but, before 
a decision ean be reached with reference to the other 
improvements, it will be necessary to learn just what the 
septic tank will gost. The Department Architect is prepared 
to drew a plan and issue inetruetions in connection with 
the installetion of a septic tank when more information is 
to hand. Our officer should know the type and size of cess- 
pool now in uee and the nature of its materials. It may be 
possible to use it as the first chamber of a septic tank. 

It will also be necessary to have @ plan of the grounds 

showing the position of the buila@ings, present cesspool, 
proposed septic tank and ite outlet. The nature of the 

soil should be determined and the fall from the building 
indicated. 


The septic tank will cost a considerable sum and 
4% ean be authorized only after sufficient thought has been 
given to the installation so that its suacess will be assured. 


You are authorized to expend the sum of $300 for 
other materials for the decorating of the main 
ng and the finishing of the fisherman's cottage. 
rtment has been under heavy expense in connection with 
4s school during the past few years, and I consider that 
your Sooiety should be responsible for flush tanks for the 
toilets and sperk arresters for the chimneys.

In connection with your letter of June 6th re- 
lative to the installation of a septic tank at the Lac la 
Ronge School, I beg to furnish you with the following 
information just received in a letter from the Principal 
dated June 29th. He writes, in part, as follows:- 

be DISPOSAL SYSTEM, The School stands on 
a south-east slope and facing that direction. The cesspool 
which is a hole in the ground lined with lumber lies sixty 
feet east of the building. As far as I can see that 
direction is the only available one for the septic tank. 

To the rear of the building, and also north-west the ground 
rises, The great disadvantage is that the school was built 
on a slope instead of on the top of the hill, 

I do not think the cesspool would do for a first 
chamber. In fact it would cost more in time and cement to 
doime anything with it than it would to construct an entirely 
new one. We can utilize the cesspool so as to handle the 
waste from the laundry, as I understand that the same counter- 

acts the working of the septic tank, 
\y While on the way down I had the good fortune to 
f fall in with the contractor who did the work on the Elkhorn 
¥ \ , (ar. Wyatt) and he gave me some very helpful suggestions re- 
garding septic tanks, He said that a septic tank with double 
‘ QW chambers each 6¥t .X6Ft. would handle the disposal from our 
‘ School, To construct this with concseta we would require 32 
acks of cement, which would cost $260.00 latided at Lac la 
onge. One hundred and fifty feet of soil pipe, costing $202,00 
f.0,.b. Lac +, Ronge. Pig lead etc. for joints and extra labour 


k 
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$200.00. The total cost I estimated would be $673.00. We 
have the actual septic tank connections, and cast iron man 
holes and covers. I can look after the work myself, and so 
do away with expert expense, 

My suggestion is to construct the septic tank 
thirty feet from the building, the same to handle the 
bathroom and toilets. Not to have the laundry waste run 
into it, but to run latter into the cesspool from which it 
can be pumped when necessary. The outlet from the septic 
tank would also connect with this. from this cesspool we 
have drainage through the soil. I think if these suggestions 
are carried out we should have no difficulty with our disposal 
system". 

The above information will, I trust, be sufficient 
for your purpose, but if there is any information which you 
desire I shall be glad to furnish it on receipt of your request. 

I am deeply obliged to you for your authorization 
to expend the sum of $300.00 for paint ete for the decoration 
of the main building and the fisherman's cottage, and I have 
notified the Principal of this authorization and have asked 
him to undertake the work and submit an account with vouchers 
in the usual way.

Reverend Sir: 


I have your letter of the 2nd instant, with 
reference to a sewage disposal system at the Lac la Ronge 
Indien Residential Sehool. The Department Architect considers 
that the scheme mentioned in the Rev. Principal's letter to 
you would be quite satisfactory and you are authorized to 
purchase, after securing competitive prices, 32 sacke of 
cement and 150 feet of soil pipe. I note that you estimate 
the cost of these materials will be $462 at Lac la Ronge, all 
freight costs paid. You may also authorise the Principal to 
expend the sum of $200 for expert or heavy lebour. Labour 
returns in duplicate should be kept, showing the time of the 
men engaged and their receipts. Under separate cover, copies 
of labour return forms are being directed to you. Please 
see that no unnecessary expense is incurred in this connection. 


Punds are available for a certain amount of flooring 
for the main building, The Department considers that e. g. fir 
is suitable for this purpose, and I should be pleased if you 
would make a recommendation as to the best method of expending 
$600 in thie connection. It will be necessary to know whether 
expert labour is required and how much flooring is needed for 
the rooms thet are in the worst condition.

The school was closing for holidays, in fact some of 
the children had already gone, so I aid not examine the remining 
pupils. I looked through their exercise book work and found it 
to compare favorably with Beauval school at La Plonge. I went 
through the school from basement to garret and found it clean 
and tidy. ‘The basement is wet and needs a cement floor badly. 
The disposil system is bad and very unhealthy. ‘The present 
system, as I saw it, is overflowing and lying on the surface of 
the sround evaporating, ans when the wind blows from the east 
the smell from this quarter is awful. In winter if freezes 
up and causes endless trouble. It has to be pumped out on the 
ground, and the stench might be better imeined than Jescribed. 
The Assistant Principal Mr. Mayo spoke ofchangingthe disposal 
drain to a muskeg at the back of the school, but in my mind I 
think the result would be the same. This would overflow on 
this muskeg and when the wind blows from that quarter the smell 
would be as bad as it is now. ‘the system is so poor that it 
cannot carry off all the refuse and children use a number of 
outhouses which adds to the smell. With a proper system which 
could carry off all refuse these outhouses could be dispensed 
with, and the school gurroundings look much tidier. 1 would 
sugrest a septic tank similar to that proposed for the Onion 
Lake School. ‘This disposal system needs looking after at once, 
ana I cannot urge too strongly the necessity of immediate action 
in the matter, if we would prevent an epidemic of some disease 
among the children in this school.

For this reason we have clubbed 
together and have raised enough to enable us to get 
the machine. The price being $160.00 


As this is especially for the 
education of the Indian children, would the Department 
kindly pay the rentage on one dozen films monthly for 
six months in the year. I feel sure that this scheme 
will be a help towards the progress in the school, 
and help towards our fight against ignorance and 
superstition which is so prevalent amongst this people. 
I sincerely hope you may be able to give us some help 
towards supplying the necessary films.

In a letter just received from the Rev. 0.F.Hives, 
Principal of our Society's School at Lac La Ronge, he presents 
& very urgent request for a bake oven. His letter in part reads 
as follows; - 


" I sent @ requistion for a bake oven last year, and 
pointed out to you how necessary this was, We have managed in 
& very poor way since that time to make the present one do,but 
we get a lot of very bad bread, and in fact it is an utter fai- 
lure as a bake oven for such an Institution as ours, I would 
therefore urgently recuest that something be done to replace it 
with something decent", He has not mentioned the particular 
kind of bake ovem which would be the most suitable, but as the 
School has a capacity of 100 children, I am of the opinion that 
an oven similar to the one installed in the Blkhorn School would 
bé the most suitable. It should be borne in mind that the fuel 
used in that part is wood only, and that the fire box should be 
made accordingly. As it is important that the Shipment should 
be made during the freighting season, which closes somewhere 
about the end of March or the middle of April, I should be grate- 
ful if you would give this matter early and fevorable considera- 
tion.

Dear Doctor Westgate: - 


I enclose herewith freight accounts of cement 
and lumber which has come to hand in good order. I may 
say that this part of our freighting has been done in a 
way specially commendable. The ground from Prince 
Albert to Lac la Ronge is practically bare of snow, and 
yet William Bear came through with that great weight on 
sleighs. Wagons on such & road are entirely out of the 
question. How, to deliver this freight, which he was 
forced to do, or have it stored on the way, has taken 
him sixteen days. Ordinarily, it would take eight or 
nine days. I am asking, therefore that he be allowed 
freightage at the rate of $3.50 per 100 lbs, If he is 
not allowed this rate, he cannot help but lose out in 
this part of his business. Again, I would like to say 
that I consider the freighting of this cement and lumber 
from Prince Albert to Lac la Ronge over roads of which over 
one hundred miles were practically bare of snow is a feat 
that few freighters would have attempted. William Bear 
is a Treaty Indian. He employs other Treaty Indians who 
live around him to help him in this work. Not that he 
makes very much out of it himself, but it gives those 
men work during the winter. I do sincerely hope, therefore, 
thatyou will recommend that he be allowed the rate of 
$3.50 per 100 lbs.

I beg to place before you for your consideration certain 
conditions in the girls’ section of our School, relative to toilet 
conveniences. At present we have two water closets inside for the 
girls. One for each of the dormitories. There are over sixty 

rile. There are no water closets on the ground floor, and unless 

hose upstairs are used for daytime, which you may understand is 4 
great inconvenience, the dutside toilets have to be used, which I 
consider are not only a nuisance, but also a great denger, especially 
during the waiter months. You may very well see that it is impossible 
to allow over sixty girls running up and down stairs at all times 
during the day, at the same time the danger from an outside toilet is 
very great during the extreme cold weather of our winters. 


I would therefore urgently recommend that two inside 
combination water closets be installed on the ground floor. We have 
the space for this conveniently near the girls’ recreation room, 
and closeted so as to be private and not offensive.

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We here try to do our pest, but we have 
no medical diplomas. We run up against illnesses that 
are baffling to us. We are in the ordinary wey seven 
days away from the nearest medical doctor. We just grope 
in the dark, and often have to sit down and watch 
the poor Bittle sufferer die. I speak from experience. 
. What we need is a good strong man or woman; 
not necessarily a brilliant doctor, but practical and 
witm little fear of discouragements, and with a small 
hospital to isolate cases. 


We have a saw mill where we can manufacture 
Yumber for building. We have the stone for foundations 
and the lime stone for plaster. A small hospital could 
pe built fs a reasonable sum of money, at a convenient 
and safe distance from the school, and still receive 
its light and water from the school supply. 


A doctor could board and if necessary 
room at the school, and I feel sure tha® such a scheme 
would prove its worth. 


At present we are isolating cases in the 

kindergarten classroom, and overcrowding the junior 

classroom. It is the only arrangement that can be made, 

and in any case we would have to build in oréer to 

have an infirmary. 

ead I beg to say sir, that the suggestion of 

a hospital and doctor is the only recommendation tha 
Vv I would consider watth while, and also urgently beg 

ey the same may receive due consideration.

}of fighting when the bed is just a blanket on the cold 
|damp gréund, All of these ehiliren ere now doing well 

and regaining their former health. 


If these people are worth saving, and I think 
there can be no doubt on that matter, then my first and 
I really believe the only worth while suggestion and 
yecommiendation is a small hospital with a qualified doctor, 
either man or woman in charge of it. 


The same could have our Jas. Réberts band, 
William Charles band, Amos Charles and Peter Ballendine 
bands under his care, Tac la Ronge is central to these 
bands mentioned. The Jas. Roberts band, Amos Charles and 
Peter Ballendine bands are fairly healthy Indians, If a 
medical man were placed in charge of them now, vefore 
Syphilis etc. work havoc amongst them, they may not only 
preserve the race, but also be the means of saving them 
from the suffering ultimating from the scourges of these 
terrible 4é@eases, 


Of one thing IT am confident: A medical doctor 
will in the near future have to reside here, and maybe ¥4 
more than one. Not only for the sake of the health of thése 

| Indians, but also as a safeguard to the white population. 
| Why wait for that time? 


We have over one hundred pupils in school 
at the present time. I am safe in saying that eighty five 
percent have never been vaccinated. Times I have written 
about this matter, and promise has been made that the 
Treaty doctor will be given instruction to vaccinate 
during his visit. He has never yet brought vaccine with him, 
Moreover he informs me that it is hardly fair to the 
children he vaccinates or to the doctor to vaccinate so 
many at one time, and not be able to stay and attend in 
case of complications, 


Smallpox is bound to, sooner or later, 
find its way into our midst, and then woe betide us. 
It is fifteen years since Whooping cough last visited 
these people until this year, and then it found fifteen 
years of progeny awaiting its arrival. Is it to be the 
same with Small pox or Diphtheria?

In reply to your communication of the 
27th ultimo. letter No. 132<2-5, I beg yo say that it 
will afford me a great deal of pleasure to respond to 
your inquiry of a matter so important. 


While Doctor George of Treaty party No I0 
was here he expressed himself as being shocked at the 
poor accomodation we have for a school of our size, and 
especially in face of the fact that we are so far away 
from medical help, and hospital facilities such as they 


heave nearer civilisation. | May I therefore be permitted & 
“emphasize this point of our need of a hospital and 


attendant. Not only for the sake of our own pupils, but 
also for the sake of the whole band of Jas. Roberts, and tle 
adjoining bands of Amos Charles, Peter Ballendine, and 
William Charles. 


As no doubt you are aware sir, the Jas, 
Roberts band have heretofore been one of the healthiest 
bands of Indians, and a glance over the statftics of the 
past ten years will show a substantial increase in the 
population. Six years ago they had a setback when the 
Spanish Influengg invaded us, and it took some years to re 
regain their normal health and vigor. JI was through that 
time with these people, and known,not only how they suffered, 
but also how great was the value of expert and practical 
help at such a time. 


This year’ we have had a repetition of 
a somewhat similar nature/ During the months of July and 
August of this year there were eleven death resulting 
from Whooping cough. At least ten out of the eleven deaths 
were direct resultant of whooping cough. Had these people 
been able to receive proper care, I heve no doubt that 
most of them would be with us still. I carried three 
little children into our school, Children who had beer

During my recent visit to our Society's School at Lac la 
Ronge the Principal directed my attention to the following urgent 
needs in the way of improvements and equipment, and havi 
presented the same to our Commission at a meeting on the 14th 
instant, I was instructed to submit the same to you for your

With regard to the cost of the above items I have secured 
the following estimate from firms who could supply the same:- 


1. Paint, kalsomine, etc. Winnipeg Paint and Glass Co., £e0-d- 
Prince Albert $139.00. 


Sherwin Williams Co., f.0-b. Winnipeg, $123.00. In addition to 
this cost of freight on approximately 1100 lbs. would have to 
be reckoned at summer freight rates of 7¢ a 1b. or $77.00. 

The total amount asked under this heading in our list of 
requirements presented to your Department to be supplied this 
year was $300.00. 


The estimated cost of the 3 sets of furnace grate as given by 


the MoClary Mfg. Co., is approximately $15.00 a set Bleed. 
Prince Albert or $45.00 for the 3 sets. To this must be 
added freighting charges from Prince Albert to the School. 
The 3 set yon approximately 204 lbs. and this at 77 a 1b. 
would be $.2 . 


The T. Eaton Co., of Winnipeg have estimated the cost of the 


cobbler's outfit at $10.13. This estimate includes cement, 
awis, hemp, bristles, ink, rivets, tacks, etc., but omits 


hammers, sete, and certain other essential items. I am 
mmable to give the weight or an estimate of the freighting 
charges but this would not be more than say $3.00. The 
estimateg should be increased to $12.00 for the ikems omitted 
plus $3.00 for freight. 


Eetimated cost of a suitable welding outfit f.o0.b. Winnipeg 
as given by the Hudson's Bay Cos, is $72.00. Am additional 
$10.00 would be sufficient for freight. 
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Cast iron fire box with cast iron collar $14.00 f.o.b. Frince 
Albert. The bake oven for which this is required was in use 
for some time at the Elkhorn School but transferred to Lac la 
Ronge when Elkhorn was supplied with a new bake oven. It had 
pies ae in a black fron fire box with cast iron collar which 
cost only one-third of the cast iron fire box which is now 
supplied by the J. J. Daoust Ltd., St. Boniface, Man. The 
weight of this is not given but the freight may be estimated 
at about $3.00. 


Hot water heating tank. The Hudson's Bay Co., Winnipeg quote 
one tank with a capacity of 192 gallons at $125.00 f.0.b. 
Prince Albert. To this would be added ghe sum of approximately 
$25.00 for a range water jacket, pipe connections, couplings, 
elbows, etc. The weight of this is not available but being 

a bulky item the freight will probably approximate $50.00. 


As all of the above items are urgently required and 
should be supplied at the earliest possibly date, I shall be 
obliged if you will undertake to provide the same or authorize our 
Society or Mr. Inspector Bunn of Winnipeg to do so. 


With regard to the other requirements which our Society 
requested your Department to supply this year to the Lac 1a Ronge 
School, I shall be very glad to know what sum is available. The 
estimated total amount required was given in our list as $4,000. 
As all of the above mentioned items can be provided for a sum not 
exceeding $600.00 a very considerable balance should be available 
for other improvements and items of equipment. 


A new class-room approximately 22' x 50* would be of 
immense service to the school as it could also be used for meetings, 
entertainments, gymnasium purposes, etc., if provided with a full 
size basement. The cost of this apart from the furnace, door and 
window frames, glass, shingles, locks, hinges, nails, etc., wuld 
not exceed the sum of $2,500. This is one of the two other urgent 
major requirements of this school. The other is g fully modern 
laundry equipment and which thg Commission trust that, if provision 
has not been made for the same,requested in our list forwarded to 
the Deputy Bupt. General through our General Secretary towards the 
close of last year, to provide the laundry equipment during the 
current fiscal year, @mtnecessary steps may be taken for provision 
of the same during the next fiscal year.

You are authorized to purchase 
the paint and kalsomine, varnish, ete. , mentioned in your 
letter, at an estimated cost of $139. I note that the 
Sherwin Williams Company, of Winnipeg, have quoted the 
lowest price. You may aleo purchase three sets of 
furnace grates at an estimated cost of $45, a cobler's 
outfit at a cost of $10.13, a welding outfit at a cost 
of $72, a cast iron firebox with cast iron collar at a 
price of $14 and a hot water heating tank at an estimated 
cost of $125. You should get competitive prices for any 
of the more expensive materials. I understand that 
freight costs will be added to the above estimates. 


The other requirements will receive consider- 
ation when presented to the Department.

Dear Doctor Westgate: 


On July 24th and the two or three 
days following we had quite a narrow escape from being 
wiped out by a bush fire, caused by lightning which 
struck about three miles west of the school. 


The day following there came a very 
hot dry wind which drove the fire toward the school. 
I have always considered ourselves fairly well protected 
from bush fires. You will no doubt remember the long 
stretch of muskeg at the back of the school. You did 
not §° over this place as I considered it too wet, although 
our fuel for next winter was over there. Well, the wind 
swept the fire across the muskeg at a terrific rate 
right straight for the school buildings. The building 
nearest the fire was the gasoline and coal oil house. 
But we were ahead of it there, as we had all the barrels 
rolled down to the lake when we saw the danger approaching. 
We were also very well prepared with hose over all the 
important buildings, and saturated the roofs with water. 
At times the smoke was go dense around the buildings, 
the school could not be seen from the lake shore just 
in front, where the ladies were weiting with their suit 
cases. It was = very anxious time for awhile, and I 
shed many tears on account of the smoke, but, thank God 
the buildings were kept safe. 


All that night and the two days 
following we were on duty putting out fires, and even now 
as I write, it is still burning in the muskeg. ‘The wind 
has changed, , the fire is going West. 


I am sorry to say that a great deal 
of our wood supply has been burnt up, and especially the 
beautiful big pile of short wood , which the boys and Buster 
Brown took such pride in cutting. It was all destroyed. 


I am enclosing an account for orders paid 
out fo fire fighters. I am sorry to say also that I shall 
have to ask for another $175.00 to replace the wood we had 


burnt. I may say that we dia our best to save this wood 
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For miles to the West of us, it is a 
black waste.

Dear Sir: 


I am enclosing for your information copy of 
a letter just received from the Rev. C.F.Hives, principal 
of our Society School at Lac la Ronge. 


You will note from this letter that this 
School had an extremely narrow escape from complete destruc- 
tion by a bush fire which was caused by lightning, and we 
can all, I feel certain, join with the principal in thanking 
God that the buildings were kept safe. It seems to me that 
he and his staff, and the helpers he engaged to protect the 
building and adjoining property, are deserving of the highest 
commendation, and I feel certain that a short message from 
you to this effect, addressed to the Principal direct, would 
be very pleasing and encougaging to him and his staff. 


You will note from his letter that he enclosed 
an aceount, amounting to $58.50, made up of Orders given to 
the different Indians who helped in protecting the School 
property, and I am enclosing this account in duplicate in the 
hope that your Department may be able to meet this unexpected 
expenditure out of your contingency fumd,. 


You will note also from the latter part of his 
letter that a great deal of the School's wood supply has been 
burned up, and especially the short wood which was ready for 
the kitchen range, and that he is asking our Society for a 
special grant of $175 .00 to meet this loss. 


After the generous assistance which you have 
already given our Society towards meeting the necessary repairs 
and improvements at this School this year, I am reluctant to 
ask you to cane to our Society's assistance in meeting this 
request, but it has come so unexpectedly, and at a time when 
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August 25th, 1927.

I am at a complete loss to kmow how this amount is to be 
found, that 1 am obliged to. ask you if you can come to our 
assistance in this connection by providing a part at least, 
if not the whole, of this amount. 


We have a similar request from the Hay River 
School, where a bush fire has also destroyed practically 
$200.00 worth of wood, which was cut ready for next year. 


During my approaching visit to your Department, 
I contemplated taking up the question of a special grant to 
meet the loss sustained at Hay River, but the need is so 
urgent at Lac la Ronge that I felt it my duty to lay the 
situation before you without any further delay. 


Trusting you may be able to meet the enclosed 
bill, and to furnish the help requested with regard to re- 
placing the wood which was burnt, I remain,

Dear Sir:- 

On September the 12th last the Rev. C.F. Hives, Principal 
of our Society's school at Lac la Ronge wrote to me as follows with 
regard to the light plant at this school:- 


"I beg to pdace before you our need of a new set 
of batteries for our Light plant. Some of these have been on the 
go now for nearly three years. Others for over four years, and 
all are getting into bad state. Unless they are removed, we 
may have difficulties during the coming winter. We require 
thirty-two cells, Exide type, and have heretofore received 
these from the Lemery-Denison Electric Company, Saskatoon. 


I would suggest that they be asked to take 
back the present batteries as part payment. Also we still 
have the Delco Light plant here, The dynamo and engine are 
in good repair. The crank case needs renewingeand we have 

rob it of a few small parts in order to install the 
nt light plant. It would, nevertheless, be worth 
thing, and would bring down the cost of the new batteries, 
the Lemery-Denison people would take it as part payment.” 


As soon as I received the above letter I wrote to the 
emery-Denison people in Saskatoon and enclose herewith for your 
information a copy of their reply. 


When I visited the Lac la Ronge school last May the 
Principal informed me at that time that he felt certain the 
batteries would have to be renewed in the near future. I asked 
him to watch them carefully for the next few months and then 
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furnish me with a specific recommendation in this connection. 

As he has recommended that thirty-two new batterges cells of the 
Exide type be provided I shall be obliged if you will either 
undertake to have these purchased from the Lemery-Denison Ltd., 
Saskatoon at a total cost of $203.40 f.o.b. Prince Albert or 
authorise me to make the purchase and forward the bill to you for 
payment at a later date. The battery cells aannot now be 
forwarded to the school until the winter trail opens which will 
be some time in the month of December.

In reply I beg to say that you may arrange for the 
purchase and forwarding to the school of 32 new battery cells 
of the Exide type. We note that these can be purchased from 
Lemery=Denison, Ltd., Saskatoon, at a cost of $203.40, F.0.B, 
Prince Albert. Please obtain an account, in duplicate, which 
you should certify in the usual manner and forward to the Depart- 
ment for payment, 


It is noted from the copy of the letter which 
you forwarded from the above firm that it would cost more than 
the old batteries are worth to have them returned to Saskatoon, 
and this firm is not, therefore, prepared to make any allowance 
for the old batteries, 


You should inform the Principal of the School 
that he is to see that no electrical attachments, such as 
toasters, washing machines, etc., are used in connection with 
the lighting plant, es, by doing so, the batteries would soon

Dear Secretary: 


In reply to your letter of the 13th. ult. relative to 
matter of laundry engine, and engines supplied by the Department 
become the last few years. The engines we have, supplied by the 
Department are as follows: 1} H.P. Sasolene engine supplied with 
first pumping outfit to Supply water for building. This has been 
used of late years for driving a small washer. The Fairbanks-Morse 
will know whether or not this size is large enough to drive the 
new laundry machinery. The next engine is one which came with the 
second pump and which has recently been discarded for a more up-to- 
date one. The discarded pump has been sent out, but I have kept 
the engine, which is a 3 hep. kerosene. Again you could enquire of 
the Pairbanks-Morse if this is of sufficient power to drive the 
new laundry machinery. Then we have a siz hep. kerosene engine, 
which we use for sawing wood. I do not quite see how we can use 
this engine for wood sawing and laundry work too. We also have the 
engine which drives the generator. This is down in the basement in 
the electric light room. 


We have a great number of engines when one counts them up, 
but unless the 3 h.p. is large enough, I do not see how we can get 
along without another for the new laundry machinery. 


There is one suggestion I would like to make here, These 
engines are really a alge + expense on account of the great quantity 
of expensive fuel used, and it seems to me that each year brings an 
increase in the quantity used. I am not quite sure, but I rather 
think that one year's supply of fuel for these engines would almost 
pay for a steam engine of sufficient size to drive the generator, 
pump and laundzy machinery, Then we would have the central power 
house. Wood would be our fuel,~and I believe the fuel expense would 
be greatly reduced. Of course it would require a man with steam 
engineer's certificate. I have that myself, and I believe Hastings 
would quite easily get his certificate. 


If this suggestion does not appeal to you as feasible, and 
at the same time do not feel it right to get more engines, we could 
bring the electric light plant out of the basement, establish it in 
a new power house attached to the laundry, and run the generator and 
laundry machinery with the one engine. If this were done we should 
require two hundred dollars for building a proper power house. 


We regard to my reason for keeping the 3 h.p. engine and 
sending the pump back. The new pump is run by a 3 h.p. engine of the 
Same make and style and in case of a break dowm, it is an easy 
matter to substitute the one for the other.

ith reference t ax letter of Jan. 9th last, 
152-2-5, relative to laund machinery and an engine for 
operating the same at ourx society's School at Lac la Ronge, I 
beg to submit herewith f5r your information a copy of a letter 
just received from Mr. Hives, the Principal of this institution, 
and embodying the information you request with regard to the 
need of an additional engine. You will observe that the 
Principal is uncertain as to whether the 3 E.eP. engine which he 
has on hand will be capable of handling the laundry machinery, 
and as I have not been informed of the size of the washer and 
extractor which you are supplying, I am unable to reach a 
decision in this matter. I shall be glad, therefore, if you 
will take the matter up with the Fairbanks-Morse people, and 
if you learn that the 3 H.P. engine will be incapable of 
handling the laundry machinery, have a suitable engine purchased 
and forwarded at your earliest convenience. It should be 
consigned to the Rev. C. F. Hives, Principal Anglican Indian 
School, Lac la Ronge, c-o Revillon Freres, Prince Albert, Sask. 


Mr. Hives' suggestion with regard to the construction 
of a central power house and the installation of a steam engine 
appears to me to be worthy of careful consideration, but as it 
will take some time to build she power house and install the 
engine and machinery, his suggestion should, I think, be left 
for further consideration at a later date and immediate action 
taken with regard to the provision of a gasoline engine to 
operate the laundry machinery. 


As letters from all our Schools in the Northern parts 
of the country express the opinion that there will be an early 
Spring, it is important that any equipment which is to reach 
these points should be forwarded at once for transportation

before the freighting season ends.

I enclose herewith also a copy of the written order 
whach was placed with this firm for the above equipment. 


You will note that steel phles were substituted for 

he brass ones you authorized. This firm informed me that the 
steel would be much cheaper, and being polished would serve 
equally well.

Mr- Hives das not just 
boss the job; he operates the saw mill and can do all construct- 
ion work himself; he makes all the lime, draws the plans, ¢6tc. 
and turns his hand to every sort of work. Umier a Principal 
of this sort there is no trouble with the staff; they all 
geem cheerful and busy. 


A laundry has just been built here; it is 
well constructed. Mr. Hives tells me it cost the Department 
about $500.00; it would have been considered cheap at $3000.00 
in some places, but the staff here supplied most of the 
material and labour. 


The building is heated by hot air furnaces, is 
lighted with electric light, and has a good quality of water 
throughout. The fire escapes are in a good location; doors 
to game unlocked and children given frequent practise in 
using the escape system. 


Phere is a garden here and the bys are 
employed in working 4{t in the summer. The girls get the usual 
training in kitchen, laundry and sewing room, and in addition 
are taught weaving ami basket making.
